language. It came into general use 


’ when the Westinghouse Electric & 


Manufacturing company announced 
the opening of its. new station KFKX 


at Hastings, Nebraska, November 21,! 


1923, which will ‘be operated ag a 
repeating station. i 
Radio proadcasting repeating is, 
however, more than a phrase, be- 
eause it opens a new era in radio 


Radio programs originating in 
important centers may now be re- 
ceiyed in isolated and far: distant 
points with the same ease that they 
are, received in the Immediate vicin- 
ity of the broadcasting station orig- 
inating the program. 

Thig is -possible in the present 
instance in the case of ‘KDKA of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and KFKX at Hast- 
ings, Neb. KDKA broadcasts the 
original program, which is repeated 
with equa] strength at KFKX, thus 
doubling the ranges in which the re- | 
ception of the original program was: 
possible. 

The methods used by a radio re- 
Peating station in broadcasting are 
much the same as those employed in 
the distribution of electric current 
from a central station:~ It is a ‘well 
known fact that the centfal station, 
where the power originates, can 
transmit this power over long dis- 
tances, and that at the receiving end 
it can be transformed in a ‘way that 
makes it suitable for use at the 
receiving end. 

It ig practically the same thing 
with radio repeating. A central sta- 
tion broadcasts the original program. 
This is sent out on two frequencies— 
one frequency is such that radio 
receivers in general use may re- 
ceive the broadcast; the other fre- 
queney is very much higher—so that 
that radio receivers of the type now 
in us@ cannot receive it. This is a
